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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR § 1 .137(b), filed December 12, 2001 , to revive 
the above-identified application. The petition shall be treated as a request for extension of time 
within the first month. 

The request is granted. 

A "Notice of File Corrected Application Papers" was mailed to petitioner in September 14, 2001 , 
and required, among other things, substitute drawings to be filed within two months of the 
mailing date of the notice.
